$75,000 increased cost 
for chemicals prompts 
warning from auditor

The West Liberty City Coun- 
cil at its regular Aug. 24 meeting 
heard a brief report on the city’s 
2008-2009 audit from Jim 
Bryant, of Wells & Co., who ad- 
vised city officials to consider 
water and sewer rate increases to 
offset rising operating costs. 

Bryant noted that the cost of 
water and sewer chemicals has 
increased by $75,000 in the past 
year. Other increases include 
$25,000 in departmental payroll 
and $18,000 in miscellaneous 
expenses. 

“Overall, the city is in good 
financial condition,” Bryant said. 
“However, the water and sewer 
rates cannot stay the same as 
costs increase. I would like to see 
the city catch up on water and 
sewer revenue.”

The Morgan County Conser- 
vation District has been awarded 
a grant to pay the cost for the dis- 
posal of dead livestock. 

It’s purpose is to reduce the 
possibility of contaminants from 
animal remains entering water 
sources within the county. 

Under the program, which 
begins Sept. 1, the conservation 
district, in partnership with the 
Morgan County Fiscal Court, 
will provide for the disposal of 
dead livestock carcasses at no 
cost to property owners within 
the boundaries of Morgan 
County. 

The grant applies only to 
cattle and horse carcasses and 
their removal must be requested 
within 24 hours of the animal’s 
death. Animals to be disposed of 
must be moved by the property 
owner to within 25 feet of the 
roadway for pickup. If a carcass 
cannot be winched onto the dis- 
posal truck, disposal and any cost 
associated with the disposal will 
become the responsibility of the 
property owner with guidance 
provided by the conservation dis- 
trict or the fiscal court. 



One of the best management 
practices a farmer can adopt is 
hay testing.

HlNl prompts precautions 
by local school district

The Morgan County school 
district is currently taking precau- 
tions to prevent the spread of the 
worldwide pandemic HlNl flu 
(swine flu) among students and 
employees. 

The Kentucky Department for 
Public Health reported to the Cen- 
ters for Disease Control and Pre- 
vention (CDC) on Aug. 18 that 
the flu activity level in the state 
has been increased to regional - 
which is the second highest level 
of flu activity. 

Department for Public Health 
Commissioner Dr. William 
Hacker said recently that Ken- 
tucky has seen an increase in 
HlNl cases since students have 
returned to school. 

Superintendent of Schools 
Deatrah Barnett said no cases of 
the HlNl flu have been reported 
in Morgan County schools, 
though officials are providing 
proactive hygiene education as a 



defense against an outbreak. 

“It is imperative that everyone 
wash their hands regularly,” 
Barnett said. “Other forms of pre- 
vention include covering coughs 
and sneezes, and not directly 
touching the eyes, nose and 
mouth with the hands.” 

Barnett also noted that custo- 
dians are working diligently to 
sanitize high-traffic areas and 
objects, including door knobs, 
faucet knobs, etc. Antibacterial 
gels have also been placed in 
classrooms. 

Though many schools across 
the nation are preparing for the 
possibility of an HlNl outbreak, 
Barnett said state officials gener- 
ally do not recommend school 
closure - unless there are not 
enough faculty and staff members 
present at schools to instruct and 
supervise students. 

“School district officials will 
be working closely with the com- 
munity to prevent an outbreak,” 
Barnett said. “We will do every- 



thing we can to keep our students 
and our employees healthy and 
safe.” 

Symptoms of HlNl influenza 
include fever, chills, headache, 
sore throat, cough and body 
aches, with some people report- 
ing diarrhea and vomiting. 

Infected individuals who are 
pregnant or have chronic health 
conditions should contact a health 
care provider early to determine 
if treatment with antiviral medi- 
cation is necessary. 

Gov. Steve Beshear recently 
announced that Kentucky will 
hold a statewide Pandemic Influ- 
enza Summit on Sept. 3 at the 
Frankfort Convention Center to 
assist private and public stake- 
holders with HlNl preparation 
developments. 

State officials are also plan- 
ning for a potential HlNl vacci- 
nation campaign once the vaccine 
becomes availalbe.

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Public hearing 
to discuss Pkwy. 
widening project 

JACKSON, Ky. - Residents 
of Magoffin, Morgan and Wolfe 
counties are invited to attend a 
public hearing to discuss a 
project to widen the Bert T. 
Combs Mountain Parkway to 
four lanes between Exit 57 at 
Helechawa in Wolfe County and 
Exit 75 near Salyersville in 
Magoffin County. 

The hearing will be held 
Thursday, Aug. 27, from 5 to 7 
p.m. at Lakefront Church of God 
on Ky. 1 34 in Magoffin County. 
The site is accessible from the 
Mountain Parkway via its inter- 
section with Ky. 134 between 
mile markers 67 and 68. 

The public hearing will begin 
with a formal welcome and in- 
troduction at 5 p.m., followed by 
an informal open exhibit area 
where officials from the Trans- 
portation Cabinet and the project 
consultants will be available to 
answer questions and receive 
public input. Informational hand- 
outs, comment sheets and dis- 
plays will be available to attend- 
ees. A court reporter will be 
available to take oral statements 
from interested attendees. There 
will also be a 15 -day public com- 
ment period after the meeting, 
and exhibits will be available at 
the Department of Highways 
District 10 office in Jackson. 

This proposed project will 
widen the Mountain Parkway to 
four lanes and reconfigure and 
improve interchange access 
points along the route. The 
project is currently in the pre- 
liminary design and environmen- 
tal assessment phase. Right of 
way purchase and construction 
dates have not yet been sched- 
uled. 

New Conservation 
Stewardship Pgm. 
announced for Ky. 

LEXINGTON, Ky., Aug. 6- 
A sign-up period has been an- 
nounced for the new Conserva- 
tion Stewardship Program (CSP). 
The program was authorized by 
the Pood, Conservation, and En- 
ergy Act of 2008 (2008 Parm 
Bill.) 

CSP is a voluntary program 
that encourages agricultural and 
forestry producers to maintain 
existng conservation activities 
and adopt additional ones on 
their operations. 

Unlike the Conservation Se- 
curity Program under the 2002 
Parm Bill which was available 
only in designated watersheds, 
the new Conservation Steward- 
ship Program is available state- 
wide. Interested land users may 
submit an application beginning 
August 10, 2009, at their local 
USDA Service Center. Although 
applications will be accepted on 
a continuous basis, a ranking cut- 
off has been scheduled for Sep- 
tember 30, 2009. To apply for the 
new program, potential partici- 
pants will be encouraged to use 
a self- screening checklist first to 
determine whether the new pro- 
gram is suitable for them or their 
operation. It will be available on 
NRCS website and at NRCS field 
offices. After self-screening, the 
producer’s current and proposed 
conservation practices are en- 
tered in the conservation mea- 
surement tool (CMT), which es- 
timates the level of envionmental 
performance to be achieved by a 
producer implementing and 
maintaining conservation activ- 
ity. The conservation perfor- 
mance estimated by the CMT 
will be used to rank applications.

Deputy Clerk Sharon Lykins 
said though one of the restaurants 
had paid the July tax installment, 
neither establishment had paid 
the overdue tax bills - the oldest 
of which dates back six months 
- amounting to a combined total 
of less than $2,000. 

Mayor Jim Rupe questioned 
whether legal action against the 
businesses would be too costly to 
be beneficial. 

City Attorney Joleen 
Erederick responded that letters 
sent to the businesses yielded no 
attempts from the owners to meet 
past tax obligations. 

“Where the city is at now is 
pursuing criminal charges,” 
Erederick said. “I think that is the 
option. The restaurant tax is an 
obligation that (the restaurants’) 
customers have paid, but these 
businesses have not paid.” 

Jordan said that previous le- 
gal actions should set a precedent 
for the city’s collection of delin- 
quent taxes. 

“I don’t think this issue can 
ride for long because of the ac- 
tions that were taken against 
Dairy Cheer,” Jordan said. “If 
this goes on, we could have the 
same situation again. What is fair 
for one business should be fair 
for them all.” 

Councilman Nickell con- 
curred. 

“I don’t think we can forgive 
any taxes,” Nickell said. “If these 
taxes are owed, they need to be 
paid. Putting off collection would 
set a bad example.” 

The council voted unani- 
mously to authorize the city at- 
torney to send a final letter to the 
businesses warning that the own- 
ers must satisfy their tax obliga- 
tions in 30 days or face criminal 
prosecution. 

In departmental reports. 
Councilman Mark Walter an- 
nounced that electrical lines were 
moved in preparation of the city 
lot on Index Hill, where the fire 
department’s new headquarters 
will be located.

V A bid from Shawn Cantrell 
for two surplus trucks at $115 
apiece was rejected.

Case settled for children 
injured in school bus crash 



Floyd Trial Cancelled 
For Stacey Scott and 
Children Kenzie, Gary 

A jury trial set here next month 
has been cancelled and the case 
settled for what were described in 
an April 2008 lawsuit filed by 
John Kirk as “very severe inju- 
ries” to Kenzie Little and Gary 
Little, ages three and five at the 
time of a collision between a ve- 
hicle operated by their mother, 
Stacey Scott, and a Lloyd County 
school bus operated by Victor 
Harper. The crash occurred at 
Poplar Lork near Weeksbury in 
April 2007. 

The complaint alleged that the 
“crash was violent” and that it 
“caused very severe injuries” to 
all plaintiffs “especially to Kenzie 
who” the complaint alleged, “sus- 



tained severe damage to her face 
and to her brain and spine.” The 
injuries, it was alleged, caused a 
need for “extensive medical care 
and treatment” and also claimed 
that the injuries would cause per- 
manent “psychological conse- 
quences.” 

According to the complaint. 
Harper had operated a school bus 
that had been involved in two pre- 
vious accidents and that the Lloyd 
County Board of Education was 
“negligent per se” for having an 
allegedly “not qualified” school 
bus driver and “should have ter- 
minated Harper prior to the 
crash.” 

“These children were badly 
hurt,” John Kirk said. “Lortu- 
nately, medical care including 
surgery has helped a lot, but ad- 
ditional treatment, inclu(Jing fur- 
ther surgery, will be needed. 



Producers required 
to file notice of loss, 
eligibility for LIP 

Sign-up for the Larm Service 
Agency’s Livestock Indemnity 
Program, or LIP, began on July 
13, and will continue through 
Sept. 13, 2009. 

LIP is a new disaster program 
for livestock producers and con- 
tract gowers. LIP provides assis- 
tance to producers for livestock 
deaths that result from disaster. 
Using funds from the Agricultural 
Disaster Relief Trust Lund estab- 
lished under section 902 of the 
Trade Act of 1974, the program 



is administered by the USDA 
Larm Service Agency. 

LIP compensates adverse 
weather, including losses due to 
hurricanes, floods, blizzards, dis- 
ease, wildfires, extreme heat and 
extreme cold. Eligible losses must 
have occurred on or after Jan 1, 
2008, and before Oct. 1, 2011. 

Livestock owners and contract 
growers who suffer 2009 live- 
stock losses after July 13, 2009, 
to be eligible for the LIP must file: 

• A notice of loss within 30 
calendar days of when the loss of 
livestock is apparent. 

• An application for payment 
no later than Jan. 30, 2010.

Cross, Rowan are too much 
for young Morgan team 

Viking back gains 153 yards and 6 TD’s, 
Harvey leads Morgan with 73 yards

Brian Turner had hoped for a 
better outcome to open his sec- 
ond stint as Morgan County 
coach. But the Cougars ran into 
a Rowan County team and a run- 
ning back determined to blow out 
their biggest rival. 

The result — a 60-8 Cougar 
loss and fourth straight victory 
for Rowan in the Cave Run Clas- 
sic. 

“We’re ashamed with how we 
played because we know we’re 
a much better team than that,” 
Turner said on Monday. “That 
level of play is unacceptable to 
us and we don’t want our fans to 
accept it either.” 

Things went south for the 
Cougars in a hurry. Rowan opted 
for an on- side kick to open the 
game and recovered on Morgan’s 
43- yard line. The Vikings then 
scored on their first play from 
scrimmage courtesy of a 43 -yard 
touchdown run by Darrell Cross 
for a 7-0 lead. 

Eollowing a three and out and 
a punt by Morgan, Cross again 
cashed in with another 4 3 -yard 
scoring run. A failed extra point 
made for a 13-0 Viking advan- 
tage. 

But Morgan answered the 
score with the best offensive se- 
ries of the night. Brian Turner’s 
team marched 82 yards, which 
included a pair of fourth down 
conversions by Mitchell Harvey 
of 41 and 10 yards, respectively. 
Harvey then capped the drive 
with a nine-yard touchdown run 
to cut the deficit to 13-6. 

“Last season, Morgan did not 
gain a single yard on Rowan — 
in fact, they finished with nega- 
tive yardage,” said Turner. “Our 
team was able to move the foot- 
ball and put it in the end zone. 
That was a big deal for us.” 

But the Cougars then squan- 
dered a chance to put real pres- 



sure on Rowan. After Kyle Ha- 
vens recovered a Cross fumble at 
the 41 -yard line, the Cougars 
gave it right back with a fumble 
of their own. Rowan took advan- 
tage with a 46-yard scoring run 
by running back Stephen 
Williamson in the second quar- 
ter. 

Cross then turned in the play 
of the night two minutes later 
with a 65 -yard punt return, which 
began in the middle of the field, 
angled left and then out across 
the field virtually untouched for 
the score. With that play, the 
Cougars’ confidence and the 
game began to quickly slip away. 

“Our kids got discouraged and 
started to thing ‘here we go 
again,”’ Turner said. “I think they 
felt a bit intimidated by Rowan ”s 
speed. And for a young team, it’s 
hard to bounce back.” 

The Vikings got their final 
points of the first half when quar- 
terback Adam Wing hit Phillip 
Hodge for a 22-yard score and a 
33-6 halftime lead. 

Rowan put the game out of 
reach with another score less than 
two minutes into the third period. 
Touchdowns by Cross and 
Williamson stretched the Viking 
lead to 53-6 after three quarters. 

Turner gave credit where it 
was due for Rowan’s talent and 
effort, but questioned his oppo- 
nents’ motives for running up the 
score. 

“I feel that Rowan tried to hu- 
miliate our kids,” said the Mor- 
gan County coach. “They’re up 
by 40 points and still throwing 
30- and 40-yard passes down 
field. Their sideline was also cel- 
ebrating after a helmet-to-helmet 
hit on one of our freshmen. To 
me, that was unnecessary and 
shows a lack of class. But what 
goes around comes around. We’ll 
get another shot at them next year 
and the year after that. Our kids 



won’t forget Eriday night.” 

Rowan finished the game 
with 346 yards and seven touch- 
downs — averaging nearly 14 
yards per carry. Cross led the ef- 
fort with 10 rushes for 153 yards 
and three scores. Williamson 
added 81 yards and two TD’s on 
just four carries. 

As for Morgan,Harvey paced 
the offense with 13 touches for 
73 yards and the team’s lone 
score. Havens and Cooper com- 
bined for 23 carries along with 
52 and 28 yards, respectively. 
Ereshman Joe Holbrook gained 
22 yards on nin"e rushes, includ- 
ing a long run of 13 yards. 

Another freshman who played 
a vital role in the Cougar offense 
was Larrin Collins. Despite com- 
pleting just one of five passes. 
Turner saw a tremendous upside 
with his first-year quarterback. 

“The speed of varsity football 
is a little much for Larrin right 
now,” Turner said. “But he 
knows what he’s doing and how 
to execute the offense. He offered 
suggestions and even called his 
own plays on the field. Often 
times, his play calling worked. 
He understands what we’re try- 
ing to accomplish. I’m pleased 
with his effort.” 

(Collins and his junior varsity 
teammates would turn the tables 
on their Viking counterparts 
Monday night. Joe Holbrook 
scored three touchdowns and 
Collins added a fourth as Mor- 
gan earned a convincing 30-6 
win. Holbrook, Collins and Jor- 
dan Whitt also found the end 
zone on two-point conversions.) 

Morgan will return to 
Herdman Eield this Saturday 
night to host Pound, Virginia. 
Game time is slated for 7:00 — a 
half-hour earlier than the usual 
kick-off.
